. ASI Senate rejects Gibson senatorial appointment

Debate raged in the Associated 
Students, inc. Senate in a highly 
emotional meeting Tuesday as the 
senate rejected AS Presiderit Joe 
Gibson's appointment for the Arts 
and Sciences senator vacancy 

Tila Madrigal, a government 
major in her first semester at 
CSUS, did not receive the two 
thirds approval of the senate re- 
quired for a two - month short term 
appointment on either of two 
separate baliots. (The senate went 
into an executive session earlier in 
the meeting, jut no action was 
taken ) 

The seriate’s primary concern 
was Madrigal’s ‘ailedged un 
familiarity” with the CSUS cam 
pus. The other candidate, Victoria 
Sanford, is involved in numerous 
activities On campus and was 
recently named student represen 
tative on the Academic Senate Af 
firmative Action Committee 

| understand that theres a 
concern about the amount of time 
that Tila has been on campus 
stated Gibson. “! felt that Tila 


could bring in some fresh, new 
ideas.” 

“My opinion was that the other 
person, Victoria, was on the Af- 
firmative Action Committee, and 
that it was very important that she 
spend a lot of time there,” Gibson 
continued 


Several ASI senators in addition 
to Gibson were present at inter- 
views conducted by the ASI Ap 
pointments Committee

Water quality issue debated

This 1s the ninth in a series of articles concerning 
the propositions which will be voted upon by 


Califarnia voters on Nov. 4 


With the Love Canali disaster in the minds of some 
legislators, the California Legislature passed a bill 
which put Proposition 9. a bond issue which 
attempts to provide safer drinking water for Calitor- 
nians, on the state's November ballot 
authored by Assemblyman 
Richard Lehman (D - Fresno) and supported by the 
Department of Water Resources a nong others, is 
an amendment to the 1976 Safe Drinking Water 
Bond Law. Under the 1976 law, $175 million is used 
for the improvement of domestic water systems 
State loans up to $160 million may be contracted to 
suppliers for improving state water quality. $15 
million can be issued to public agencies as grants, 
not exceeding $400,000 to each agency 

The bond issue, placed on the Nov. 4 general 
election ballot, will add $15 million for grants to

The United Professors of 
California filed unfair labor prac- 
tice charges with the Public Em 
ployment Relations Board against 
the California State Universities 
and Colleges 

The complaint seeks an in 
junction halting implementation of 
post tenure faculty review, a 
policy approved July 9 by the 
CSUC Board of Trustees 

Post - tenure review would s:'b- 
ject & tenured faculty member to 
pee: «valuation of “faculty instruc- 
tional performance including 
currency in the field” at least every 
five years. according to the 
amendment to Tithe 5 of the 
California Administrative Code. 

“Tenure basically guarantees 
due process” in the review of a 


faculty members teaching per- 
formance, said UPC President 
William Kessler “This policy says 
peer review is necessary It is used 
usually for probationary faculty.” 

Tenured faculty can be rep- 
rimanded, demoted and dis- 
ciplined in a variety of ways under 
the California Education Code 
said Kessler 

With probationary faculty, the 
burden of proof is on the employee 
to show why he should be retained, 
said Kessler. With tenure, the 
burdén of proof ist on 
management. 

The unfair labor charge filed 
Sept 26 is based on the procedure 
the trustees followed in drafting 
the resolution rather than the 
subsiance of the resolution itseli, 
said Kessler. An informal

It looked like your typical auto accident: the kind 
that slows you down when you are in a hurry, the 
kind that you don't look forward to passing, and 
mutter “Oh God” as you do 

Except this particular accident involved bicycies 
not cars 

| was "ding home along the north river jevee, just 
east of ie Guy West Bridge. | was late for the first 
game of the National League Championships 

| noticed several persons milling about on the 
pavement and some bicycles lying nearby. As | got 
closer, | started to doubt it was &n accident; people 
were acting too calm 

But then | noticed the damage to one of the 
bicycles, the front tire rim bent in terribly and han- 
diebars crooked. “Is there anything wrong?” | asked 
a bystander. ‘It's his jaw,” she replied, pointing to a 
man crawling on the ground through a stand of 
human legs. The right side of the man's jaw stuck 
out, and his tank top shirt exposed the numerous 
shoulder abrasions 

We had put ice on his jaw by the time the am- 
bulance attendants arrived 15 minutes later. At first 
the injured man was able to speak coherently, but 
now, the rapid swelling of his jaw had reduced his 
speech to a mumbie 

As the attendants escorted him to the ambulance 
| heard him mumbie a reply to their question of how 
fast he was travelling. “About 15," he said 

| asked a man later about what had happened. it 
seems the two men, riding bicycies in opposite 
directions met a crowd of pedestrians walking along 
the levee Not seeing each other, but seeing the

same hole in the crowd, they collided head on. The 
injured man must have gone jaw first into the second 
biker's shoulder, the second biker, luckily uninjured 
testified 

Strangely, | have seen myself in airnost the same 
collision course here on campus. Following a group 
of people too close and darting towards the hole just 
as another person, riding in the opposite direction 
did likewise Fortunately, we were able to avoid each 
other. | still can't figure out how we avoided that 
collision, much less how the group of people we 
were surrounded by did either 

Passengers in automobiles have been killed in 
collisions in which the speed of impact was jess than 
30 miles per hour, the speed | estimated these two 
bicyclists collided at. It’s lucky that they, or those 
around them, weren't killed 

Tuesday afternoon | had read how basic traffic 
laws for bicycles on campus are going to be en 
forced Just a few hours later | saw one good reason 
why they should be

A Program Budget manager for the finance 
department, Clifford Allemby, said the department 
now feeis the problem of contaminated drinking 
water is an area where more funds should be 
allocated 
Contained in Sen. Schmitz opposing argument is 
a figure of $60 million or more” total loss to the state

if additional grant money is authorized A statement 
issued by a legisiative analyst suggests a loss to the 
State of approximately $36 million 

According to Schmitz, the total of $60 million 
comes from the $15 million allocated in 1976, plus 
$15 million in additional grants proposed in 
Proposition 9, plus the compounded interest 


Field Rep Nishioki said. “Sen Schmitz is 
overstepping a bit when he used the entire $30 
million amount.” The $36 million is composed of the 
$15 million suggested in Proposition 9 plus a com 
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pounded interest of $21 million. The $15 million 
named in the 1976 law should not be added to the 
$15 million in Proposition 9, continued Nishioki 
Sen Schmitz was in San Diego this week and could 
not be reached for comment

From a pine covered corner of the high Sierras of 
California in the year 1848, came a cry that uprooted 
homes the world around, sent ships to sea wagons 
to the plains, and hopes to the sky. The word was 
GOLD. And the California gold rush was on 
From the Broadway musical “Paint Your Wagon 


Searching for goid in the Sierra foothills has 
become a pastime of fun as well as profit: that is. if 
luck is within reach. The simplest, yet perhaps the 
most profound statement made when the forty 
miners crossed into the California territory was 
“There's gold in those hills!” Since then the river 
beds and mountainsides have not stood a day 
without being picked, dredged and blasted in some 
manner, and aii for gold 

In the years of 1848 and 1849, over 50.000 
prospective miners came to California to seek their 
fortune, and proved the territory to be one of the 
richest minera’ beds in the world 

For many, gold mining has become a more 
serious Operation of recent because of the 
skyrocketing price of gold. Keeping enough mining 
equipment in stock this year has not always been 
easy for stores that specialize in the gear, like “The 
Mother Lode” located on downtown "H’ Street. The 
sheives are not emptying as quickly these days as 
during the warmer Spring and summer months, and 
come mid - October, the dredging season will come 

to a close. The miner who chuoses not to venture 
away from the simple forty - niner styie wii! stil! be in 
luck, for there are pienty of pans and not nearly as 
many rules and regulations to foliow as the dredger 

There is no typical miner They come trom ai! 
different litestyles, "they're anyone from down and 
outers to doctors,” says Steve Pitsker, a mining 
expert who works at “The Mother Lode” Pitsker 
Says that there are still some reported cases where 
foiks get severly bitten by the gold bug and seli their 
belongings, use the money to buy mining 
equipment, and head for the hills, never to be heard 
from again 

Pitsker, whose interest in goid mining began 
about 10 years ago, recalled when he was on one of 
his first gold panning expeditions with a group of 
friends. He reached into the sand and picked up @ 
small nugget. Since then he has listened to many 
other accounts of people who have gotten 
exceptionally lucky. However, Pitsker finds that the 
truly prosperous miner won't spread public word 
concerning his findings. Only he and the 
dealers he setis to share this confidence. While at the 
same time, the miner who is not doing as well tells 
“tish stories” about his findings to anyone who will

Pitsker demonstrated the black sand panning 
method, involving @ drop of liquid mercury which 
rolls about the pan, collecting microscopic gola 
within. The sand is not heavy enough to be absorbed 
by the droplet. The drop of mercury is then 
vaporized through @ “retorting” process , with the 
fine gold remaining 

Hard rock mining is still in use on a small scale, 
and is becoming more popular.
